Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR LI 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on February 5, 2004 has been entered. 

2. This communication is response to Applicant's amendment filed on February 5, 2004. 
The rejections are as stated below: 

Status of Claims 

3. Of the original claims 1-26, claims 1-19 and 21-26 have been cancelled. Therefore, 
claim 20 is under prosecution in this application. 



Summary of this Office Action 
4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 20 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Atkins (United States 
Patent Number 5,852,811). 

Claim 20 describes a method comprising of inputting taxable and non-taxable 
investments, investor information (see at least abstract; col. 7, lines 23-67, tables 1-2 and 
associated text), performing an optimization and providing a recommendation (figs. 8-10 and 
associated text). 

The method also describes a non-linear optimization subroutines. Atkins discloses 
combinations of nonlinear programming functions with optimization, sub-optimization and 
decision support system in recommending asset allocation (fig. 10 and associated text; col. 37, 
lines 50-61).
